WASHINGTON When the Republican Party 
decided to coordinate expenses with John 
McCain’s presidential campaign, who knew 
it would be color coordinated. 

The Republican National Committee 
spent about $150,000 on clothing, hair styl- 
ing, makeup and other “campaign accessories” 
in September for the McCain campaign after 
Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin joined the ticket as 
his running mate. 

The McCain campaign now says the cloth- 
ing will go to a “charitable purpose” after the 
campaign. 

The expenses include $75,062 spent at 
Neiman Marcus in Minneapolis and $41,850 
in St. Louis in early September. The expenses 
were first reported by politico.com. 

“With all of the important issues facing 
the country right now, it’s remarkable that 
we're spending time talking about pantsuits 
and blouses,” said McCain spokeswoman 
Tracey Schmitt, who has been traveling 
with Palin. “It was always the intent that the 
clothing go to a charitable purpose after the 
campaign.” 

The RNC has been helping the McCain 
campaign financially now that McCain is 
locked into spending only $84 million for the 
fall campaign under his agreement to accept

The clothing and styling was 
part of that, but most was spent on postage 
for campaign mailings. 

So why did the RNC and not McCain’s 
committee pay for the accessories? 

Federal campaign finance law prohibits the | 
use of candidate campaign funds for personal 
use, including clothes. But a quirk in the law 
has no such restriction on the use of party 
money for such expenses. 


John McCain's makeup is right out 
of “American Idol.” Running mate 
Sarah Palin's is so “So You Think 
You Can Dance”—and so much 
more expensive. 

McCain’s September payments 
of $8,672.55 to “American Idol” 
makeup artist Tifanie White, who 


also has worked on the reality 
dance show “So You Think You Can 
Dance,” are a drop in the bucket 
on the campaign’s beautification 
front compared to the GOP vice 
presidential nominee. 

Palin’s traveling makeup artist is 
Amy Strozzi, who was nominated 


for an Emmy Award for her work 
as head of makeup on “So You 
Think You Can Dance.” Strozzi 

was paid $13,200 by the McCain- 
Palin campaign last month alone, 
according to the campaign’s latest 
financial disclosure report filed this 
week.

After delays, flier screening to take off

WASHINGTON A long-delayed government 
program designed to more accurately 
prescreen the names of airline passengers 
against terror watch lists is expected to 
begin early next year. 

On Wednesday, Homeland Security 
Secretary Michael Chertoff announced 
the final rule for the program, called Secure 
Flight, which would validate air travelers’ 
information so there’s less chance a person 
could be mistaken for someone else on a 
watch list. The program has been delayed 
several times because of privacy concerns. 

Misidentification of passengers has 
been one of the biggest inconveniences in 
post-Sept. 11 air travel, and widely known 
for putting Sen. Ted Kennedy (D-Mass.), 
a few infants and thousands of innocent 
US. residents through extensive searching 
and questioning before they were allowed 
to fly. 

Currently, passenger prescreening for 
domestic flights is handled by the individual 
airlines. But airlines do not always tap into 
the most up-to-date watch lists, which 
contain names of people whom intelligence 
agencies have determined should not be

on planes. Under the new program, the 
airlines will be responsible for collecting 
a passenger’s full name, gender and birth 
date, as opposed to the current practice of 
only collecting the passenger’s name. 

“We know that threats to our aviation 


system persist,” Chertoff said. “Secure Flight 
will help us better protect the traveling 
public while creating a more consistent 
passenger prescreening process, ultimately 
reducing the number of misidentification 
issues.”

The campaign of Democratic presidential 
candidate Barack Obama sought to allay 
concerns from Chicago taxpayers and city 
officials Wednesday with promises it would 
foot the bill for an expansive outdoor rally 
at the southern end of Grant Park on 
election night. 

“They have assured us that they’re willing 
to pay,” said Chicago Office of Emergency 
Management and Communications 
spokeswoman Jennifer Martinez, adding 
that the city had yet to hit the total button. 
“We're still outlining what some of these 
things will entail.” 

The US. Secret Service—and ultimately 
federal taxpayers—pays for nearly all the 
security around Obama. The city and state 
are likely to bill the campaign for things 
like street closures, crowd control outside 
a secure area in Grant Park, help with 
motorcades and overtime for public safety 
workers. 

“In addition to the normal permit fees 
paid for park rentals, the campaign is 
already making arrangements to assure 
that city resources are not used to clean up

Details on ticketing have not yet been 
announced. Attendees likely would 

face metal detectors and have their 
possessions searched, just as at all Obama 
events. The process is similar to going 
through airport security and can create 
lines blocks long, as was the case at an 
Obama event under the Gateway Arch in 
St. Louis last weekend that attracted an 
estimated 100,000 people. 


the park following the event,” said Obama 
campaign spokesman Justin DeJong. “The 
campaign is also paying for substantial 
private security and EMS [emergency 
medical} services to limit the need for city 
services surrounding the event.” 


In recent days, city emergency 
management chief Ray Orozco has been 
working with the Obama campaign to pin 
down details of the election-night rally. On 
Wednesday, photographers and officials 
from local and national news organizations 
toured the likely spot to plan their own 
election-night set-ups. Though deep in 
negotiations with the city, the campaign 
has yet to file for official permits to hold 
the event, according to the Chicago Park 
District. 

Finding a way to keep from billing 


taxpayers for a big private event was 
key to city officials, Mayor Daley said 
Wednesday. 

“That’s what we’re talking about. That 
will be the issue,” Daley said when asked 
about the rally’s cost. He spoke at a news 
conference focusing on property tax relief. 

Security around Grant Park will be very 
high and almost certainly will require 
fencing to be put up around a secure 
perimeter. As is the case for concerts and 
festivals held in the park, some streets in 
the area likely will be closed. 

In the hours before and during the 
event, locals should not be surprised to see 
snipers and security agents with binoculars 
positioned on the roofs of buildings and 
other high structures. That often takes 
place when Obama holds outdoor events. 

Even Obama staffers view the event with 
angst, though for a different reason. They’re 
concerned volunteers in northwest Indiana 
and southern Wisconsin could be drawn 
away from get-out-the-vote efforts to join 
a potentially historic rally in Chicago. That 
is troubling to a campaign that views both 
areas as key terrain in critical battleground 
states. 

Still, officials said, the stage seems set. 
The city and campaign said only details 
remain to be finalized.

Overall, the survey of 500 registered likely 
voters conducted last week showed a mere 
10 percent said they wanted Blagojevich re- 
elected in 2010 while three-fourths said they 
didn’t want him back for a third term. 

The survey also showed only 13 percent 
approved of Blagojevich’s job performance 
while 71 percent disapproved. The survey has 
an error margin of 4.4 percentage points. 

The poll results point to the polarizing 
figure that Blagojevich has become— 
particularly in this election year when 
Republicans hope to shorten any potential 
coattails from home-state presidential 
nominee Sen. Barack Obama by citing any 
allegiances that Democratic candidates have 
to the politically damaged governor. 

The survey also shows the difficult hurdle 
Blagojevich would face if he seeks another 
four-year term as Illinois’ chief executive. 
For many voters, Blagojevich represents 
a very public face of a dysfunctional state 
government stalemated on key issues despite 
Springfield’s one-party Democratic rule. 

Blagojevich and his administration 
also have faced investigations into alleged 
corruption. The governor has not been 
charged with any wrongdoing.

Health inspectors shut 
down Wicker Park cafe 

A popular Wicker Park cafe was shut 
down Wednesday after city health 
inspectors found evidence of rat 
infestation and other sanitary issues, 
Officials said.

Roadside 
memorial 
installed 


After the state’s first roadside memorial was 
pounded into the ground Wednesday, Joel Mains 
recalled the life and death of the teenager whose 
name appears on the crisp blue and white sign. 

Standing before a crowd of dignitaries and 
friends gathered along Illinois Highway 72 near 
Gilberts, Mains spoke as an advocate against 
drunk driving and as a parent brokenhearted 
over the death of his stepdaughter killed in 2003 
by a drunk driver. 

“T had a hard time coming up with the words 
about how I feel today,” Mains said. “It’s a 
comfort to know Caitlin’s memory and legacy 
can live on through these signs.” 

The memorial marker installed by the Illinois 
Department of Transportation is a 36-inch wide- 
by-24-inch high metal sign that reads: “Please 
Don’t Drink and Drive.” A separate panel reads: 
“In memory of Caitlin Weese; May 22, 2003.” 

The program was created under a state law 
that took effect in January and allows relatives 
of those killed by DUI drivers to request signs 
like the one erected for Weese, a 17-year-old 
Larkin High School senior. Similar programs 
are running in Alaska, California, Wyoming, 
Colorado, Washington and Florida. 

The sign was placed at the spot where Weese’s 
car was struck by an SUV driven by James Stitt, 
24, of Lake Zurich. Stitt was later sentenced to 
7'/, years in prison. 

‘To qualify for a sign, the fatal crash had to occur 
on or after Jan. 1, 1990. If the crash occurred on 
a local road, applications should be presented to 
municipalities or counties, which will decide. 

The charge for a sign is $150 without a name or 
$200 with one. So far, IDOT officials said they 
have 25 applications.

Free transit rides to include low-income disabled 


Low-income disabled people will be able to 
ride buses and trains for free in the Chicago 
area starting Friday. 

It marks the latest expansion of a free-rides 
push that started in March after Gov. Blagojevich 
granted free rides to senior citizens. 

The free rides to seniors and to disabled 
people who are enrolled in the State of Illinois 
Circuit Breaker Program applies to fixed-route 


service on the CTA, Metra and Pace. 

People who use door-to-door paratransit 
service must continue to pay. The transit agen- 
cies encourage disabled people who have been 
using reduced-fare transit cards to spend down 
the balance on the cards, if possible. Refunds 
will be issued, but the card-holders must apply 
to get their unused funds back, officials said. 

The free rides for the low-income disabled 


are expected to cost the CTA $8 million next 
year in lost revenue and another $2 million at 
Metra and Pace, according to the Regional 
Transportation Authority. 

That’s on top of the $26 million loss the 
CTA anticipates in 2009 from giving free rides 
to senior citizens.

To spend even a short time with members of 
the indie band Parks and Gardens requires a 
Wikipedia-like mind. 

A discussion can swing from the origins of 
beer to obscure Japanese pop bands to Gestalt 
psychology. It’s not surprising, then, to learn that 
the synth-pop trio named its new album, “Avec 
Cloture,” after a parliamentary procedure rule 
that calls for a quick end to a debate. The album 
drops Nov. 11. 

The title is a nod to the fact that members 
Andrew Duncan, Joshua Davison and Nathan 
Tucker demand a group decision on whether to 
record a track. They will spend hours upon hours 
tinkering with a song before they’re pleased. 

“Anything any of us don't like—even the slight- 
est bit—never gets finished,” Davison said. 

What has been finished so far culls from a wide 
range of styles the guys tried while they were estab- 
lishing their sound.

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Resale shops are thriving as style-conscious 
tighten budgets in down economy

Dana Green had always clung to her old clothes, convinced she could find some 
use for them. 

But ona recent rainy morning, Green, 24, lugged four large bags overflowing 
with old T-shirts, sweaters, jeans and more to Crossroads Trading Co., a resale shop 
in Wicker Park, in hopes of clearing clutter and putting some cash in her pocket. 

“I’m unemployed with too much crap,” Green of Logan Square said while she 
waited for the sales clerk to rifle through her belongings and decide what was 
worth selling. “I figured that if it’s been there and it hasn’t been worn for at least 
a year, it’s time to get rid of it.” 

As the economy languishes, resale shops have been 


seeing a lot of first-time customers like Green, who Se ec nen 
lost her job a month and a half ago when the restaurant SCENE, BUT WE’°VE 
where she worked cut staff because business slowed. CUT THROUGH 
The bad economy has been good for the resale busi- THE CLUTTERFOR 
ness, as more people are unloading their old clothes ihtdagd epi dll 


for a few extra bucks or buying used clothes to save 
money. Environmental concerns also are driving people 
to recycle their clothes. 

In an industry trade group survey of more than 200 resale and thrift shops, 
nearly two-thirds of those businesses reported higher sales in 2008 compared to 
the previous year. The average sales increase: 35 percent. 

The Salvation Army and Goodwill Industries International, the nation’s two 
largest charitable resale organizations, report year-to-date sales increases of 6 per- 
cent to I5 percent. 

Consumers “can’t change the price of gas. They can’t change the price of food. 
They can’t make the stock market go up again,” Adele Meyer, executive director of 
the National Association of Resale & Thrift Shops told The Associated Press. “But 
they can control the price of clothes and furniture by being a savvy shopper.” 

To some shoppers, resale is the only way to go. 

Tabatha Butler, who works at Recycle, a consignment shop in Wicker Park, told 
RedEye that she has shopped only at resale shops for the past five years. 

“T know what the mark-up [in retail stores} is, and it’s ridiculous,” said Butler, 
who said she used to work in a retail bridal shop. 

But some people can’t stomach the idea of wearing used clothes. 

“T love fashion, but it’s just sort of that I don’t know where it’s been,” said Susan 
Carmouche, 42, of Bronzeville. Used shoes, in particular, creep her out. “I think 
that would be even more of a breeding ground,” she said. 

Most resale shops won't take just any old clothes. Shops that pay you for your 
clothes are discriminating about condition, quality and style. 

Crossroads bought 20 items out of Green’s immense pile, about 10 percent of 
the total.

Buffalo Exchange across the street (1478 N. Milwaukee 
Ave; also at 2875 N. Broadway) had $9 Mossimo peep- 
toe heels, $45 Karl Lagerfield slingbacks and Halloween 
costumes. 


If you’re selling 

At Crossroads and Buffalo Exchange, sellers can bring 
their clothes in at any time during store hours, and the 
sales clerks will pick out the items they want. The clerks 
figure out on the spot how much they think they can sell 
the clothes for, and you get 35 percent of that in cash or 
50 percent in store credit. 

Crossroads and Buffalo both look for clothes that are 
1to 2 years old, stylish, trendy, in good condition and in 
season. Don’t assume they'll take your ’90s-era Diesel 
jeans just because they’re Diesel. It has to be a style 
people are currently wearing, so even if they’re in perfect 
condition, high-waisted won't fly. 

Buffalo also buys and sells some retro and vintage 
clothing and accessories.

If you’re buying 

The Salvation Army thrift shop in River West (509 N. 
Union St; visit salarmychicago.org for other locations) 
had a little of everything: You can find a nice couch for 
$189, mugs and dishware for 49 cents apiece, a game of 
Boggle for $1.38 and a foosball table for $100. Most of the 
tops were $3, and a brand-new H&M dress with the tags 
still on it was selling for $15 (original was $29). 

Most shops have sales. At Unique Thrift stores (3000 
S. Halsted St.; 4445 N. Sheridan Rd.; 3542 S. Archer Ave.), 
Mondays are half-off and Thursday mornings until 1 p.m. 
are 25 percent to 50 percent off. 

At Village Discount in Logan Square (2032 N. 
Milwaukee Ave;; visit vdoil.com for other locations), 
shirts and sweaters sell for about $2 and you can get a 
decent-looking TV for $65. 


If your’re selling 

They accept only donations. You can take donations 
directly to the stores during store hours, arrange to 
have them picked up, or in some cases drop them off in 
collection boxes throughout the city. 

The stores will put out for sale only items that are in 
clean and reusable condition: no rips or stains in clothes, 
no chips in dinnerware, no broken furniture.

Items generally are priced at a third of the retail 
value; if it’s a brand-new item with the tag still 
attached, it'll go for half the retail value. Prices 
usually get slashed if the garment doesn’t sell 
within 30 days. 


If you’re selling 

When consigning at Elliott’s and other shops, the 
shop agrees to put your merchandise on the floor 
for two months. If the clothes sell, the shop splits 
the profits with you 50-50 (you normally have to 
check with the shop to find out the status). If they 
don’t sell within those two months, you can either 
pick up your clothes or let the shop donate them to 
a charity. You get the tax write-off. 

At Elliott’s, owner Sharon Elliott said she’s 
looking for items less than two years old, in 
excellent condition and at the level of “Banana 
Republic and up.” 

“What we don’t want is Gap, Limited, Express, 
Old Navy, Forever 21,” Elliott said. Clothes must be 
in style and in season. Same goes for Recycle and 
Buy Popular Demand, though each has its own 
personality.

Are you hungry for crab? You can dig into 
some tasty ones, and squeeze some relaxation 
out of the fading warm season, by hopping a 
plane to Maryland before crab season ends. 

And because Southwest Airlines is still 
flying a relatively cheap (about $200 round 
trip) direct route from Chicago to Baltimore- 
Washington International, it’s a good time 
to get away—before Southwest changes its 
mind. 

Maryland’s blue crabs are harvested from 
April through November, with more than 2 
million pounds of crabs caught during the 
peak season. As locals and tourists flock to 
restaurants, you can bet the crab shacks take 
advantage. You'll find menu items ranging from 
crab Benedict, crab soup, crab pizza, fried crab 
and, of course, the simple hard-shell crab.
